Applicants hereby petition the Commissioner under 37 CFR 1.137(b) for revival of the above- 
identified application. 

This application became abandoned due to applicants failure to file a timely reply to a Notification of 
Missing Requirements Under 35 U.S.C. 371 which was mailed on September 13, 2001. 

The entire delay in filing the required reply to the Notification of Missing Requirements from the due 
date for said reply until the filing of this Petition was unintentional, as evidenced by the following 
facts. 



On August 6 t 2001, applicants filed a request under 35 U.S.C. 371 to enter the above-identified
